I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

You  will  find  the  general  presentation  considerably  changed, 

I  have  included  all  the  items  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  some  other  matters  which  may  be  of  interest  to  you.  The 
report  is  indexed,  and  I  have  made  comments  on  some  of  the 
sections , 

1964  was  a  year  in  which  considerable  progress  was  made  on 
the  Yeo  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  This  will  serve  several 
of  the  larger  parishes  and  the  urban  district  of  Clevedon. 

Three  cases  of  typhoid  occurred,  infected  abroad,  but  there 
was  no  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963,  came  into 
operation  in  August  1964.  This  Act  should  accomplish  for  these 
premises,  what  has  been  achieved  in  factories  by  the  Factories  Acts. 
The  implementation  of  the  Act  will  take  time  because  of  the  number 
of  inspections  necessary,  and  the  emergence  of  further  regulations. 

The  Housing  Act  1964,  deals  with  the  compulsory  improvement 
of  dwellings .  This  applies  only  to  tenanted  dwellings,  lacking 
standard  amenities,  in  fairly  large  groups.  Tfork  has  commenced  on 
this,  but  it  will  take  years  to  complete  throughout  the  district. 

The  building  of  new  houses  by  the  local  authority  and  private  firms 
continues  apace.  The  provision  of  new  houses  and  improvement  of 
older  ones,  does  a  great  deal  to  enhance  the  mental  and  physical 
health  of  the  people. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  and  Officers  for  all  the 
help  and  co-operation  received,  and  in  particular,  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors .

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VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  statistics  for  1964  shew  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  and  a 
decrease  in  the  death  rate  compared  with  previous  years. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  estimated  to  have  risen  by 
1,628  persons.  The  natural  increase,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
is  only  409,  and  therefore  it  is  thought  that  1,219  more  persons  have 
entered  the  district  to  live,  than  have  left  the  area. 

The  stillbirth  rate  and  all  death  rates  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  previous  years,  and  are  lovrer  than  those  of  England  and  Wales, 
in  some  cases,  substantially  so.  However,  one  or  two  deaths,  in  a 
small  population,  make  great  differences  in  the  death  rates  and  must 
always  be  treated  with  caution. 

The  one  maternal  death  attributed  to  Long  Ashton,  in  fact,  was 
of  a  Bristol  resident  who  had  a  caravan  in  our  area,  and  only  used  it 
at  weekends.  Despite  battle  between  Bristol  and  Somerset,  the  death, 
occurring  at  Barrow  Hospital,  remains  in  our  area,  and  was  due  to  a 
clot  of  blood  lodging  in  the  lung,  following  an  operation  for  termina¬ 
tion  of  a  three  month  pregnancy. 

There  were  four d eaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  One  was 
due  to  a  motor  vehicle  accident,  when  the  child  was  eleven  months  old 
and  he  died  of  a  fractured  skull.  The  other  three  deaths  were  of 
premature  babies  only  a  few  hours  old. 

Only  43.5%  of  deaths  were  in  those  of  the  75+  age  groups, 
compared  with  49%  in  1963.  The  main  causes  of  death  were  coronary 
artery  disease  (77),  Cancer  (72)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system,  i.e.  strokes,  and  other  derangements  of  blood  supply  to  the 
brain .

The  most  noteworthy  event  was  the  occurrence  of  three  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  in  secondary  school  girls  who  had  been  on  an  Easter  school  holiday  in 
Spain.  None  of  them  was  seriously  ill,  and  all  stopped  excreting  typhoid 
bacilli,  soon  after  hospital  treatment  finished.  No  secondary  cases  arose 
and  all  family  contacts  were  examined  on  several  occasions. 

The  source  of  infection  was  never  identified. 

Typhoid  fever  is  not  highly  infectious  from  persons  to  person,  the 
source  usually  being  food  or  drink,  contaminated  by  a  typhoid  carrier. 
Nevertheless,  the  prevention  of  secondary  cases,  can  be  attributed  to  the 
good  personal  hygiene  in  the  households  concerned,  the  examination  of 
contacts,  and  safe  disposal  of  sewage. 


IMMUNISATION 


This  work  continues  steadily  and  there  is  a  high  acceptance  rate  for 
immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  and  anterior 
poliomyelitis . 

Vaccination  for  prevention  of  smallpox  is  much  less  common.  It  is  now 
advocated  that  this  be  done  between  one  and  four  years  of  age,  as  the  risk 
of  rare  complications  is  still  further  diminished. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  all  thirteen  year  old 
school  children,  and  the  acceptance  rate  in  Somerset  is 

Figures  of  immunisation  courses  and  booster  doses,  are  received  from 
the  County  Medical  Cfficer  of  Health  annually.  I  would  estimate  that  over 
90?b  of  babies  are  immunised  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus, 
and  anterior  poliomyelitis  by  their  general  practitioners.  Booster  doses 
are  given  at  eighteen  months.  During  the  first  year  at  school,  booster 
doses  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine,  and  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  are 
given,  mainly  by  the  school  doctors. 

For  persons  going  abroad,  various  immunisation  procedures  are  recommended, 
and  in  some  cases,  are  obligatory,  depending  on  the  part  of  the  world  to  be 
visited.  The  commonest  immunisation  is  against  typhoid  fever  and  this  is 
usually  done  by  the  general  practitioner. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (Section  47)  and 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1931 


One  person  was  removed  from  her  home,  because  she  was  aged  and 
infirm,  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  not  receiving  proper 
care  and  attention.  If  two  doctors  sign  a  certificate  to  this 
effect,  and  present  it  to  a  magistrate,  the  magistrate  has  power  to 
cause  such  a  person  to  receive  care  and  attention  in  the  appropriate 
place  for  not  more  than  three  weeks . 

In  this  instance,  the  woman  was  admitted  to  a  private  nursing 
home.  She  rapidly  improved  and  decided  to  stay  there,  where  she 
remains,  to  the  present. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Bristol  Waterworks  supply  piped  water  throughout  the  Long 
Ashton  Rural  District  Council  area.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year.  No  form  of  contamination 
occurred  in  1964. 

There  are  still  some  212  houses  not  on  mains  supply,  and  a 
sample  taken  from  one  of  the  wells  was  baoteriologically  satisfactory. 

A  piped  supply  was  substituted  for  well  water  in  13  houses,  and 
16  houses  on  spring  or  rainwater  supply  were  connected  to  the  mains .

In  April  19&A-,  as  the  result  of  a  Public  Inquiry,  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  stated  that  he  was  in  favour  of  a 
comprehensive  scheme,  but  was  not  satisfied  that  final  disposal  by 
comminution  and  a  sea  outfall  was  free  from  objection.  He  recommended 
consideration  of  a  tidal  storage  with  discharge  on  the  ebb  tide,  or 
partial  treatment. 

The  Council  pressed  for  full  treatment  and  meetings  with  Clevedon 
Council  and  other  interested  authorities,  confirmed  this  decision.
